With respect to amended claim 4, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render 
obvious that each of first and second ground tracks define active portions closest to apogee that 
follow populated portions on the earth; and further comprising a third group of satellites being in 
common orbits having the same, third ground track, different than first and second ground tracks.
